New York, July 12.—Angelsey Castle
s slowly glving up Its secrets, says a
Herald dispatch from London. The
catalogue of Its contents when pub-
lshed will form one of the most re-
markable documents ever Issued from
the printing preas, Fictitlous storles
arising out of local gosslp which fixed
the value of the jewels and other
treasures found In the custle at a
million sterling may be dismissed, but
the facts are In themselves suMclently
extruordinary. The lving rooms in
Angelsey cantle are furnished In a
manner that s magnificently extrava-
gant.

According to the latest computations,
the jJjewels that have been discovered
are expected to reallze at auction from
$100,000 to $150,000. The original cost
was probably double, but owing to the
fantastic peltings, thelr value Is con-
sldernbly reduced.

The approximate value of the fur-

niture and other articles, apart from
the Jewels, real and imitation, that
are belng catalogued, probably will be
something like 3600,000, In the house
and grounds every fancy of the mar-
quin has apparently been gratified In
the most luxurious manner. A meet-
Ing of the committee of inspecltion hos
been held which lasted six hours, The
result of the conference s that there
Is now every prospect that the affairs
of the wmarguis will not come before
the bankryptey court. The labllities
at prosent ascertained are about §1,-
#80,000, and It is believed that under
the proposed deed of assignment the
oreditors will recelye thelr money In
full, plus four per cent interest, within
about nine years, providing the mars
quis lives that long.
The deed of asmignment has been
agreed to by & lurge number of tha
creditors, including three continental
Jewelers, who have clalms for about
2400000 and certuin English money
lenders.
